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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest communication system, comprising: a central office transceiver; an 
intermediate terminal transceiver; a feeder distribution interface coupled to the central office 
transceiver and the intermediate terminal transceiver; a first customer transceiver residing at a 
first customer premises and coupled through the feeder distribution interface to the central office 
transceiver; a second customer transceiver residing at a second customer premises and coupled 
through the feeder distribution interface to the intermediate terminal transceiver; memory for 
storing data based on an estimated distance between the central office transceiver and the feeder 
distribution interface and an estimated distance between the intermediate terminal transceiver 
and the feeder distribution interface; and logic configured to estimate a distance of a data path 
between the intermediate terminal transceiver and the second customer transceiver based on a 
signal transmitted via the data path, the logic further configured to control, based on the data and 
the estimated distance of the data path, a power output of the intermediate terminal transceiver 
for a signal transmitted by the intermediate terminal transceiver through the feeder distribution 
interface to the second customer transceiver thereby ensuring that the signal transmitted by the 
intermediate terminal transceiver is spectrally compatible with at least one signal transmitted by 
the central office transceiver through the feeder distribution interface to the first customer 
transceiver, as recited in independent claims 1, 7, 9, 16, 20, 23, 25, 27 and 28.
